. .New' York, Sept. 25.—Brilliant -sun- 
shine, 
a sparkling harbor, streets 


aflutter with bunting and throngs in 
holiday attire made this, the opening 
day of the Hudson-Fulton cel'eb'ration, 
all that two years of preparation have 
promised. The .progress up the Hud- 
son river ot the Half Moon and the 
Clermont,- faithful copies of the craft 
made famous by Henry'Hudson and 
Robert Fulton, was 
attended 
by a 


demonstration never before equalled on 
the shores of New York and New Jer- 
sey. Between banks crowded with half 
the population of Manhattan and the 
cities on the Jersey side passed the 
pick of foreign 
navies, 
moved 
the 


quaint little .craft attended by the larg- 
est fleet that ever gathered in 'N 
Stork waters. 


The land ceremonies today were con- 


fined t'o a reception at the Waldorf- 
Astoria during the morning to_ the flag 
of the ranking officers of the visiting 
fleets, and the diplomatic delegates-to 
tlie. celebration. Vice President Sher- 
man, Governor Hughes, 
Mayor Mc- 


Clellan^and Joseph H. Choate, former 
American ambassador to Great Britain, 
were the receiving committee.

French dirigible military balloon Re- 
publique exploded in the air.five miles 
from here .this morning and was com- 
pletely wrecked. . The four men on 
board were killed. They were Captain 
Marchal; Lieut. Chaure and sub-Lieu- 
tenants Yincenot and Reux. 


The 
Repuhlique 
left 
La Pallsse, 


where she had been engaged in the 
recent army maneuvers at 1 o'clock 
this morning in charge of Captain 
Marchal. She passed over Mouiins at 
a tiuarter before 9 at an altitude of 
400 feet, going at a high rate of speed 
and apparently under perfect control. 
The officers in the car were waving 
their hands in response to the en- 
thusiastic cheers from the people be- 
low them, when without warning the' 
airship exploded, with a. loud report. 
At the timo she was sailing at an alti- 
tude of more 
than 
'300 feet. 
The 


wrecked envelope and car- fell to the 
groun'd immediately,, and.the lour men 
on board were crushed to death..

New York, Sept. 25.—The boom of 


sunrise guns aboard the warships in 
the North river awoke New York this 
morning .to the first day o£ the cele- 
bration- long planned and long awaited 
.which honors the deeds of Henry Hud- 
son and Robert Fulton.. The river that 
Hudson found and where Fulton set 
his steamboat was. the place toward 
which the eyes o£ five million persons 
turned today for the most impressive 
pageant that ever floated in the New 
York harbor.

Humanly speaking, the city 
today 


was a shell, with probably two-thirds 
of its population massed on its water I 
front. 
From the battery to Spuyten i 


Duyvil the sloping western 
edge of' 


Manhattan Island afforded a vantage 
ground from which two million spec- 
tators view the naval 
parade 
that 


moved up and down the river. Two 
millions more lined the Jersey shore, 
and on the western water 
front of 


Brooklyn facing the bay at least half 
that number watched the gathering of 
this .pageant in the waters between 
the main land and Staten Island.

Judge Carter Decides Act 


of the Legislature 


is Valid. 


Indianapolis. Ind., • Sept. 25.—Judge 


Vinson Carter, of the superior court, 
today-ruled that the act'of the Indiana 
legislature in issuing $120,548 of statp 
bonds for the purpose of paying a 
claim against the state by Vincennes 
university IB a valid act. The suit to 
enjoin the delivery of these bonds was 
brought in superior court by J. Frank 
Hanly..former governor, who had re- 
fused to sign the bonds when gover- 
nor, and today Judge Carter sustained 
the defendants' dcmurers to all para- 
graphs of the complaint. 


On March 3, 1907. the general as- 


sembly passed an act authorizing the 
execution and delivery to the' vin- 
cennes university of state . bonds in 
the aggregate sum ot 5125,5'! 5 for the. 
purpose ot paying an alleged equitabl 
claim against the state. . 


Mr. Hanly then opposed the act on 


the ground that it was not legallj 
valid and he vetoed it.- The bill was 
then passed over his veto. 
But hi 


signature was necessary before the 
bonds could be of use, and he refusei 
to attach his signature, keeping tin 
bonds locked up in his safe until he re 
tired from office. 


Soon after he had taken office thi 


year Governor Marshall signed 
th 


bonds. 
Immediately afterward Mr 


Hanly in his capacity as tax payer 
brought suit in superior court to en 
join Fred A. Sims, secrearj- of state

Harry B. Smith, president of tha 


Hartford 
City bank, identified with 


other vast business enterprises and 
reputed to have been the wealthiest 
resident of Blackford county, died very 
suddenly in his room at the Anthon/ 
hotel in this city at 2 o'clock this 
morning. Death was due to apoplexy, 
with which he hud been stricken half 
an hour previously, and he did not re- 
gain consciousness during the interim. 
Mr. Smith was G2 years of age. 


His sudden death came wholly with- 


out warning. Mr. Smith had been ap- 
parently In good rhealth'save for sev- 
eral recent attacks of acute indiges- 
tion, and physicians believe that too 
close attention tn his vast business in- 
terests developed the attack of apop- 
lexy which terminated in his death. 
Mr.'and 
"Mrs. Smith, reached 
Fort 


Wayne at 10 o'clock Friday evening on 
their return from Angola, where they 
had spent the day, and expected to 
resume their journey to Hartford City 
this morning. They went to the An- 
thony and were assigned to a room oa 
the sixth floor. 


Breathing Awakened Wife. 


Shortly after 1 o'clock Mrs. Smith 


was awakened by the labored breath- 
ing of her husband and found him ap- 
parently in a dying condition. Dr. H. 
O. BruErgenian was at once summoned, 
and a few minutes after his arrival he 
called Dr. L. P. Drayer into the case, 
but their efforts to avert fatal con- 
sequences were 
futile. 
Mr. Smith 


passed away in. little more than halt 
an hour from the time his illness be- 
came known. The wife was prostrated 
by the terrible blow. 


At 5 o'clock this morning the re- 


mains were placed aboard a. special 
trolley car at the Getz & Cahlll un- 
dertaking rooms and were taken to 
Hartford City. 
Accompanying Mrs. 


Smith with the remains were Dr. and 
Mrs. H. O. Bruggeman, Dr. L. P. Dray- 
er and his mother. Hartford City was 
reached at 6:30 o'clock, and the casket 
was taken to the home of the dea-J 
banker. Dr. Bruggeman and Dr. Dray- 
er returned to Fort Wayne on the spe • 
cial car. 


Mr. Smith is survived by the wife 


nnd four daughters. One of the latter, 
Miss Addle Smith, is betrothed to Ste- 
phen Trentman, of this city, and their 
wedding day had been set for this fall. 


Man of Vast Interests. 


Mr. Smith was a man of vast busi- 


ness interests, and those who are fa- 
miliar with his circumstances believe 
his wealth amounted to at least a mil- 
lion dollars. He had been for many- 
years at the head of the Hartford Citi- 
bank, was president of the Evansvllle 
Street Railway company, and had ex- 
tensive gas. oil nnd traction holdings 
In addition to large manufacturing in- 
terests. Mr. Smith was closely asso- 
ciated with the Murdock interests in 
street railway operations, and -was a 
business man of unusual acumen and 
energy. 
He had served in the state 


senate from the Blackford county dis- 
trict and was a member of the Demo- 
cratic state central committee.

Naval Pageant Assembles. 


Tho day's first spectacle—not count- 


ng tho grim lines of warships In the 
s'orth river—was tho assembling of 
he naval pageant In the upper bay. 
between 10 and 11 o'clock tho squadron 
f four American cruisers and five sub- 
marines assigned to escort the Half 
Moon and the Clermont met 
In tho 


vill von Kull, between Staten Island 
and the New Jersey shore. The Cler- 
mont was towed from its anchorage at 
Stepleton, S. I., to join the Half Moon 
oft St. George. Then with the escort 
railing to the rear the two llttlo craft 
vhich epitomize the celebration cruised 
along the Brooklyn shore in sight of 
he spectators that blackened every 
street and housetop in view. 


Jleanwhlle the rest ot the parade was 


assembling and when the Half Moon 
and the Clermont finished their round 
of the upper bay and sailed Into tho 
mouth of the Hudson they 
fell into 


Ine. 


The assembling of the BOO or more 


joata that followed Hudson's and Ful- 
ton's craft, up the river occupied the 
whole morning and it was late when 
the mass straightened out Into some- 
thing llko procession formation. First 
came police and scout and patrol boats 
and torpedo boats, then the Half Moon 
and Clermont with their immediate es- 
cort; then In order the five squadrons 
of steam merchant craft and the ferry- 
boats, steam yachts, motor boats, tugs 
and steam lighters and sailing craft. 


Move >n Double Line. 


The boats moved up. the Hudson in 


double line at a speed of about eight 
miles an hour, but such was the num- 
ber of participants and the distances 
necessarily maintained between 
each 


the column was nearly fifteen miles 
long. "When tho Half Moon and the 
Clermont reached the United States 
ship Newport, which marks the south- 
ern end of tho line of warships 
at 


Forty-fourth street they passed upon 
the New York side of the river, while 
the other vessels kept on between' the 
men of war and tho New Jersey shore. 
As the two little craft passed the war- 
ships fired a royal salute. 


The Half Moon and the Clermont 


went only as far as One Hundred and 
Tenth street, where the land ceremo- 
nies of the day occurred with speeches 
by Governor Hughes and others. While 
these were in progress the other ves- 
sels rounded the head of the warship 
line at Two Hundred and Twenty-sec- 
ond street and returned along the' Man- 
lattan -shore. 


Quaint Craft Start.

Millions Gather to Watch th* Great 


P«nde of Ships. 


New York. Sept. 25.—With the ful-

Over 2,000,000 Visitors.

country and passed Into history, crys- 
alllzed In the aphorisms 0£ Mr. Doo- 
ley: 


"'That,' said Sir Edward, with sig- 


nificant ambiguity, 'is a matter known 
only to Admiral Dewey and myself.'" 


Admiral Seymour became still bet- 


ter and 
even more favorably known 


to Americans during the international 
occupation of Pekin at the time of the 
Boxer uprising. His fleet here con-

races at Kiel and Marblehead, he re- 
cently retired as commander-ln-chief 
of the Imperial navy to be succeeded 
by Prince Henry, of Prussia. He con- 
sented, however, to accept the presi- 
dency of the German Navy league and 
his appointment to the Hudson-Fulton 
command is both a compliment to his 
own honorable 
career 
and 
to this 


country.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Unless clothing is worn unduly tight 


a girl can repeat the breathing exer- 
cise several times through the day, 
and at all times she must, hold herself 
erect, with shoulders thrown back and 
the chest raised. 


Raising the chest is not to be con 


founded with throwing the other parts 
of the body out of position, as I hiva ''" 1 
seen some girls unconsciously do, by 
bending back from the u-alst line. Thin 
attitude is a. mistake fatal to the fig- 
ure, for the abdomen must be drawn 
in to raise the chest. If a practical 
demonstration of this is wished it may 
be -secured by standing before a mir- 
ror. In such a position a girl •will find 
that the tip of the breast bone is two 
or three inches above the tops of tho 
corsets. 


To drink a glass of warm milk be- 


fore going to 'bed has a most salutary 
effect upon some girls who are trying 
to develop flesh about the neck, and a 
nightly massage of almond oil should 
be given to the upper part of the body. 
A Innoline cream that Is a flesh build- 
er is made from an ounce of lanolins 
broken into a china cup and set into a 
dish of boiling water. 
As it softens, 


one-half an ounce of sweet almond oil 
is added and the cup is removed from 
the bath. 
Forty drops of boric acid 


and ten drops of tincture of benzoin 
are then put in and the cream beaten 
with a silver fork until it begln.s to 
harden. 


College Girl's Dress 


The girl who returns from her vaca- I 


tion with sunburned hair 
will have 


difficult work to do, for only by pa- 
tient and regular care can she coun- 
teract the effects of the sun's rays, and 
it behooves her to use oily tonics and 
brushes the bristles ot which will reach 
the scalp in this restoration of tho 
color and health of the tresses. 


As a part of this treatment, once a 


week at least her.scalp must be mas- 
saged, and as this impossible to do for 
one's self, a member of the family or 
a professional should be employed. The 
latter will know, without my instruc- 
tion, what should be'done, but an ama- 
teur must remember that her effort is 
to be directed toward moving; the scalp 
over the skull, and.not the hair ends 
over the scalp.. 


A tonic commended for use on sun- 


burned hair is made from half a pint 
of sweet almond oil, one and one- 
eighth ounces of alkanet root, nine and 
one-half grains, each of oils of clove, 
mace and rose, half a dram of oil of 
cinnamon and 
seven and 
one-half 


grains of tincture of musk. 
The al- 


kanet is dropped into the almond oil, 
which is placed where it is warm, the 
root remaining until the liquid- is well 
colored. 
It is then strained off, the 


root rejected and the other oils added 
to the almond. 


Where the hair is very dry and like 


straw through excessive exposure to 
the sun, this tonic should be put on 
every night.

Cocoa—Wash in cold water first then

If resistant, try a bleach agent ' . 


Coffee—Pour boiling water through 


iv from a height. Borax or ammonia, 
if placed 
in z. dampened spot, will 


bleach the blemish. 


Fruit—Alcohol softens and dissolves 


fruit stains. If the alcohol is warmed 
over hot water it will be more effi- 
cient: later use boiling water poured 
from a height. 
If resistant try sul- 


phur fumes, dilute muriatic acid or 
javelle water.

The Eskimo dog is larger and more 


nearly allied 
to 
the 
wolf. 
He is 


sturdy, well boned, has a long, snipy 
muzzle and erect triangular ears. The 
eyes are set obliquely like those of a 
wolf, and the jaw is formidable arid 
full of strong, white, pointed teeth. 
He has a strong, arched neck, a broad 
chest and muscular quarters, and is 
apparently made for work, having an 
almost tireless endurance. His tail is 
long and bushy and his coat is dense, 
hard and deep, especially on the back, 
wiiero it may be' from two to four 
inches deep, with a \vooly undercoat, 
which resists 
the 
penetrating snow 


and-cold. In color it is the same as 
that of the wolf, black or rusty black, 


cross, and the "geddics" are of like 
origin, bred specially by the Indians 
for hauling purposes. 
These last are 


willing workers, declares "The New 
Book on the Dog," but vicious brutes, 
who fight their way through summers 
of semi-starvation and winters of ill 
treatment, hunger and the lash. 


In the Hudson 
Bay territory four 


huskies are harnessed to the sled in 
tandem order, the harness consisting 
of saddles, collars and traces. 
The 


.leader, or "foregoer," sets the pace, 
and 'changes his course at a word 
from the driver, who, whatever his 
nationality, speaks'to his team in the 
patois 
of the 
north. 
"Hu!" and 


"clioic!" 
anglicized 
to 
"you!"; and 


"chaw!" are the words necessary to 
turn tho foregoer te the right or left. 
The team is started by "mush!" a 
corruption 
of 
the

"marche," 
meaning

The 


sled or steed dog is the heaviest and 
strongest of 
the team, 
trained to 


swing the ten foot long sled away 
from any obstacle. 


Some of the Indians and Eskimos 


have a separate trace for each dog, 
which enables the team to spread out 
fanwise when traveling over the ice, 
but for land journeys the tandem 
team is considered better alike for 
speed and safety.. 
• In the northwest the harness is made 
of moose skin and is often decorated 
with ribbons and little bells. 
The 


dogs seem to enjoy the tinkling, anc 


journey to the pole, or he can feed on 
the carcass of his fellow. 


His tractable character and the com- 


bined strength of an obedient pack, 
together with his auto-solution of the 
food problem, render him the obvious, 
simplest and practically only answer 
to the question of polar transporta- 
tion. 


The Eskimos have used the dogs for 


transportation since the earliest days 
Martin Frobishcr reports their use by 
the Eskimos in the sixteenth century. 
The Russians made use of the dogs ;n 
the seventeenth and eighteenth ucn- 
turies In charting the coast of Siberia. 
Many dogs and few men has always 
been the policy o' arctic explorers. 


Dr. Nansen owned the success of 


his expedition to his, dogs. Tho hard- 
ships of his memorable journey with 
Johansen 
would 
have been insur- 


mountable without his canine com- 
panions. The Journey was severe up- 
on the dogs, nnd many of them had 
to be killed to provide food for their 
fellows. 
Dr. Nansen says: 


"On Wednesday evening Haren was

The Eskimo dos does not habitually 


bark, but has a weird, wolfish howl, 
and is thievish and destructive.

Each team has its 
king, which is not always the strong- 
est, but usually the most unscrupu- 
lous buily and tyrant. They are mon- 
ogamous in their mating, and inter- 
ference with their domestic relations 
on the part of an outside dog results 
Immediately in a fight to the death.

Sovernor'a Island, and no matter what 
:ourse they may take they must fly 
iver skyscrapers and smokestacks or 
iver the water, alive 
with 
moving 


:raft. In either case these flights will 
be .something new in tho history of 
Aviation. 


M. Bleriofs flight across the Eng- 


ish channel evoked the applause antl 
.he wonder of all Christendom. In the 
minds of aeronauts the channel flight 
vas less difficult and less perilious 
han the contemplated flights over and 
around Manhattan Island. 


In crossing the English channel M. 


Bleriot had an unobstructed field of air 
and he had open water beneath him. 


could count on steady winds. He 


enow that if his motor stopped he was 
n no danger of coming, down upon 
small water craft, adding to his perils, 
and that he was pretty sure to be res- 
cued by one of the speedy torpedo 
boats that followed him. 


If Mr. Wright and Mr. Curtiss should 


ly over the city, as one of them con- 
:emplates doing, that will be a thrill- 
ng world beater in itself; but if they 
should do nothing more than soar 
about over the rivers and harbor they 
will encounter difficulties and dangers 
hat aviators have hitherto declined to 
"ace. 


Dangers in the Way. 


Observations have shown that it is 


almost impossible to pick a, time when 
there are not many bothersome cur- 
•ents of air sweeping around Manhat- 
tan. 
When it is. calm over the East 


river a brisk breeze may be sweeping 
up or down the North river, and vice 
versa, so that there will be little use 
irying to get weather conditions en- 
tirely favorable for safe flights. 


But the winds are not the only haz- 


ards. There are the water craft, big 
and little, that must be flown over, or 
fallen upon if one of the aeroplanes is 
obliged to come down. It will be im- 
possble to have any considerable area 
of the harbor cleared of moving craft 
during these flights, so the aviators 
must do the best they can and trust 
to good winds, good luck and the good 
behavior of their motors. 


Six months 'ago flights over the wa- 


ter far less difficult than flying, around 
New York, -were regarded 
by the 


world's "aviators as impossible. No la 
ter than last April prizes amounting 
to about $100,0000 were offered for 
competitive flights over Monaco bay. 
The dwistance was a little less than 
six miles. 


The event was widely advertised 


throughout Europe and thirty ma 
chines were entered. 
Sheds for th< 


aeroplanes were built, a starting plat 
form for them was constructed, and 
thousands o£ persons traveled long dis- 
tances to see the expected flights. 


When the day for the contest ar- 


rived, April 24, not a machrnine start- 
ed. The flight of six miles over water 
was regarded as too great an Impru- 
dence for any aviator who prized life 
to undertake. Less than ninety days 
from that time two men had attempt- 
ed to fly across the English channel 
and one succeeded. 
The other came 


within two miles of success. 


Less than ninety days from 
that 


time America's aviators are to. under- 
take to fly over the busiest city and 
harbor on earth. 
Mr. Curtiss has 


signed a contract to attempt flights

from Governor's Island up the Hudson 
river as.far as Grant's Tomb and re- 
turn, or to fly from the New York 
shore to the Jersey shore and back 
again. That he will do much more 
than that there Is little doubt in the 
minds of the Aeronautics committee. 


It was the day before he left for 


France that Mr. Curtiss contracted to 
make these flights. At that time., he 
difl not know the power or the cunning 
of his own -wings. Since1 then he has 
had 
much 
valuable 
experience in 


France and Italy and will no doubt be 
•willing to make flights that would 
have seemed to him impossible two 
months ago. 


Mr. Wright Plans Big Things. 


That Mr. Wright will strive to 'out- 


fly anything hinted at in the Curtiss 
contract 
which 
the 
Hudson-Fulton 


committee has with Mr. Wright have 
not been made public, but it is known 
that he is planning to make the New 
York 
flights 
eclipse 
anything . yet 


achieved by himself 
or any- other 


aviator. 


It is not a mere matter of money 


with Mr. Wright or with Mr. Curtiss. 
Mr. Wright is eager to recover some 
of the laurels that recently have been 
taken from him and his brother in tho. 
European tournaments, and In order 
to regain their former place of "kings 
of the air" the flights must be thrill- 
ers of the first grade. 


Another spur to,Mr. Wright's ambi- 


tions for the New York flights' is the 
fact that he and his brother have in- 
fringement suits pending against Mr. 
Curtiss, and while relations between 
them are outwardly friendly it Is very 
natural that Mr. Wright should be 
keenly interested in having the Wright 
machine make a superior showing be- 
fore the great multitude that will be 
assmbled during the celebration. 


With Mr. Curtiss there is also the 


desire to hold here the honors gained 
abroad. If he flies at all he may be 
depended upon to endeavor to fly -just 
as high arid just as daringly as does 
Mr. Wright, and according" "to whisp- 
ered secrets around the headquarters 
of the Aeronautics committee of the 
Hudson-Fulton 
commission, 
nobody 


need be greatly surprised If Mr. Wright 
should soar far above the Manhattan 
skyscrapers and circle about them for 
an hour or more. 


So far as the crowds are concerned, 


every possible effort will be made to 
give all a fair, opportunity to see the 
flights. The aviators understand that 
the one object of their exhibitions is 
for the benefit of the multitude, and

As the aeroplanes will start from 


Governor's Island and return to that 
point in landing, It is likely that the 
best view of the flights will be from 
the water front. The war department 
las Impressed upon the Hudson-Ful- 
ton commission that spectators 
will 


lot be allowed to visit the island, so 
:hat the much prized opportunity of 
"ieeing the aeroplanes at close range 
ind watching their preparations for a 
itart may not be enjoyed by the 
:rowda on this occasion unless some 
ater arrangement is made for flights 
"rom other places. 


Mr. Wright is scheduled to begin his 


Jractice flights early this week, and as 
Mr. Curtiss is to arrive 
here 'next 


Tuesday, it is likely they will have 
ooked over the field and will be ready 
':o announce their programs long be- 
"ore the exhibitions take place. 
The 


date for the flying machines to begin 
their performances Is set down in the 
official program as September 27, but 
no doubt some interesting flights will 
be made around the city prior to that 
':lme. 


If the aviators think It possible one 


or both of them will be asked to fly 
completely around the city, following 
the Hudson, Harlem and East rivers, 
and soaring over and under the East 
river bridges in passing that 
way. 


This feat, however, has not been offi- 
cially announced. It'will be the flrst 
time either of the Wright brothers has 
taken part in a public exhibition of 
flying, and Mr. Wright's closest friends 
say his purpose In consenting to do so 
now Is not for the money he will get. 
but for the opportunity of demonstrat- 
ing before an'American multitude'who 
is America's greatest aviator. 


The third Inventor who has taken up 


the manufacture of flying craft In a 
large way is Christopher J. Lake, of 
Bridgeport, Conn.. Inventor of a sub- 
marine boat that bears his name Mr 
Lake has associated with him his son. 
and a company with a considerable 
capital has been organized. The com- 
pany-has purchased a tract of land, 
taking In an abandoned race course 
near Bridgeport, and i manufacturing 
plant Is being erected there. 


The Lake flying machine. It Is ex- 


pected, will furnish one of the 'sur- 
prises of the year. Machine No. I is 
nearly finished, and scores of Inventors 
In various parts of the 
country 
are 


waiting patiently for an invitation to' 
sec Its Initial trial. Tl • machine Is to 
be a combination ot aeroplane and 
dirigible balloon, and Mr. Lake Is so 
certain of Its success that he has In- 
vested a large sum of money In the 
new plant. He is an inventor and en- 
gineer of many years' experience, and 
several capitalists and his friends be- 
lieve he knows what he is doing. 


Stock Jobbing Concerns. 


Besides these concerns 
there arc 


scores of flying machine builders who 
are still in the experimental stage. 
Most of them are working honestly, 
but in the dark so far 
as 
scientific 


principles go. and few of them proba- 
bly will never be heard of outside their 
own circle of acquaintances. 


But there Is another group of enter- 


prising individuals who are taking ad- 
vantage of the universal interest in air 
navigation by selling stock in aerial 
concerns that have no substance ex- 
cept in the 
brain 
of some clever 


draughtsman. 
Many of these enter- 


prises have come Into existence within 
the last six months, and their number 
is Increasing dally. 


They are of various sorts. Some of 


them send mil attractive drawings of 
marvelous air craft sailing athwart the 


skies and give startling figures of the 
number of passengers to be carried 
and the millions to be made by new 
aerial transportation companies. 


Another scheme Is to incorporate a 


company with the alleged purpose of 
giving assistance to all inventors who 
will purchase a certain 
amount 
of 


stock. It is said that in many parts 
of the west and south, where accurate 
Information about .flying machines is 
not very widely diffused, hundreds of 
thousands of dollars' worth of stock 
in these concerns has been sold. One 
very ambitious concern in New York 
City, which announces that its capital 
stock runs far Into the millions, is said 
to have sold stock extensively in vari- 
ous parts of the country. 


First Flying Circuit. 


•Everything points 
to 
very 
busy 


times for Glenn H. Curtiss between 
the day of his arrival, in New York 
and next Christmas. His recent tri- 
umphs abroad have given . him wide 
fame throughout the 
United States, 


and there is scarcely -a city between 
the two oceans that has not made a 
bid for exhibition flights while the 
good weather lasts. 


It is altogether probable that during 


'October and November he will make a. 
grand circuit of several western cities, 
and he may make flights in some of 
the southern towns.later In the season. 


Chicago, St. Louis, Indianapolis and 


Cincinnati have 
each 
offered very 


large .sums, and it is pretty certain 
that ho will go to these places. 
He 


has 
already 
arranged to make five 


flights In Chicago early in October, 
for. which it Is said he will receive SS,- 
000. 


Immediately after his flights at the 


Hudson-Fulton 
celebration 
he 
hns 


been offered big money to go to .St. 
Louis to .fly there between October 4 
and 9. and after that Indianapolis and 
Cincinnati are bidding high for an en- 
gagement. 


Nothing definite, aside from the Chi- 


cago engagement, can be stated about, 
his flights until after his arrival here, 
because It is necessary for him to see 
the proposed flying ground In each 
city, before he will sign a contract. In 
'Chicago he was offered his choice of 
three- fields, and It is said that he was 
personally familiar with two of these 
and had no hesitation about agreeing 
to make flights In either of them. 


So Intense Is the curiosity about fly- 


Ing machines that actually fly that 
amusement managers everywhere are 
offering extraordinary Inducements to 
any aviator who they are confident 
will -give 
a 
satisfactory exhibition. 


And these exhibitions are all the time 
lecomlng easier to arrange. A year 
ago no aviator would attempt to make 
a flight except 
over the smoothest 


ground ami in ideal weather condi- 
tions. Now. bcinc more familiar with 
their machi.ics. they are taking more 
chances and find It quit?-easy, to start 
and land on ordinary eround and fly 


high enough and fast enough to satis- 
fy the popular demand. 
The exper- 


ience at Rhelms, where all of the best 
flyers in the world were" pitted against 
one another, taught a very valuable 
lesson. '

Many Want 1910'M«et. 


The eagerness displayed by a score 


of cities In the United States for the 
International aviation tournament of 
1910 
Indicates what 'the enthusiasm 


will be over these contests next sum- 
mer. 
Washington. Philadelphia, Bal- 


timore, Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Boston, 
Detroit, Los Angeles 
and 


many other cities have all sent their 
bids to th« Aero.Club .of America, and 
some of them-have guaranteed to raise 
a fund of J100.000 for the event. 


As an American 'representative of 


the International Aeronautic Federa- 
tion the Aero Club 
of America will 


finally decide where the meeting will 
be held, and w.hlle It is the desire of 
moat of Its members that the contests 
shall be conducted near New York, 


:it is realized that a very large sum of 
money.will be necessary to defray all 
expenses and provide tempting prizes, 
and If sufficient interest is riot mani- 
fested in-New York the. meeting will' 
have to go to the highest-outside bid- 
der. 


Unless very liberal prizes are of- 


fered-there is great doubt about the 
European aviators coming here next 
year. The expense of a'trip across the 
Atlantic is large, and with the many 
large prizes that 
are 
to be offered 


abroad next year it is feared that the 
Europeans will prefer to let the inter- 
national trophy remain in this coun- 
try unless extraordinary inducements 
are offered to them. 


New York city is too, large to show 


much Interest in events of this kind 
and the responsibility of holding the 
meeting here rests largely with the 
members of the Aero club. While it 
is estimated that the membership of 
the 
club represents 
$400,000,000. In

FEEDING STOCK DUCKS 


A Number of Things to Be Observed if You Are to 


Have Ducklings Ready For Early Market. 


BY VT. K. GLLBEHT. 


It should be the aim of those who 


require early ducklings for the market 
to have stock birds In full lay by the 
end of October.or the flrst of Novem- 
ber—that Is. before the severe weather 
sets ID. 


In order to accomplish this the feed- 


Ing during September 
and 
October 


must be carefully attended to and the 
nutritious rather than fattening food 
be provided for the birds. 


By this' time last year's ducks should 


have nulto overcome the molt and 
should have their full complement of 
feathers. 


As far as possible an abundance of 


exercise should be allowed the birds, 
and this can only satisfactorily be ar- 
ranged when a free range is provided. 
The chief danger of confining them Is 
that under such conditions they are 
liable to add on flesh »too quickly, and 
on no account should stock ducks be 
fat.The difficulty can. of course, be over- 
come by feeding sparingly upon some- 
what bulky foods. 


Two meals a day will bo found quite 


sufficient, one tho flrst thing in the 
morning and tho other about 3:30 or 4 
in the afternoon. 


Soft food should be provided for the 


morning meal and a mixture during 
; this and the succeeding month which 
' we Kave employed with success is two 


parts of the middlings, one of the bar- 
ley meal, ono of bran and one of brew- 
ers' grains. 
At first there may bo a slight diffi- 


culty in'persuading the birds to cat the 
last mentioned, but they speedily be- 
come accustomed to the flavor and cat 
It readily. 
A mixture such as this will keep the 


ducks in good store condition and wil 
assist egg production at the proper 
time. No hard or fast rule can be laic 


duce the quantity ot food; it too lean

The mash should be given to the 


birds not In a sloppy but a crumbly, 
moist condition. 
In the former state 


too much unnecessary water has to be 
taken Into the system. 


The soft food should always be sup- 


plied warm. 


For the afternoon feeding either 


hard grain or mash may be supplied 
Personally I prefer the latter, but many 
breeders are In favor of the former. 


Should train be provided oats are 


the best for the purpose, which should 
be scattered upon tho drinking water. 


Goo* sample oats must be used, as 


otherwise there is too much husk. If 
mash is employed—and the two may be 
fed on alternate days—the same mix- 
ture as that for tho morning fetd will 
answer well. 


It tho birds are becoming rather too 


fat. the proportion ot bran should be 
Increased and the barley meal de- 
creased. 


TL'e soft food should .always bo fed

Keep Young Chicks on Clean 


Ground Where Other Fowls 


Have Not Trampled.

Strictly speaking, gapes cannot be 


called a disease, since chicks that are 
; so afflicted are in a physically perfect 


condition. The trouble is caused by a 


-- small red worm, or rather by a collection 


o£ such worms, which gather in the 
windpipes, and as they grow interfere 
with the breathing and cause the chicks 


" to gasp and. after awhilo strangle. 
• . The worm is the larvae ot eggs de- 


posited in the filth of tho yards or 
coops, and is hatched after, being 
taken into the chick's throat. 


They are, when full grown, about 


one inch long, .and very much resem- 
ble a pale streak o£ blood. 


Incubator chicks and those which 


run on clean grassy plots, away from 
the haunts of the older fowls, are never 
known to have gapes, while, on the 
other hand, those which run in yards 
.which are bare of grass, where fowls 
have been kept-year after year, wil 
almost invariably have gapes. 


Just guard against the. disease by 


-observing a few simple rules, is the 
best advice. 
Keep all young chicks 


on clean ground, away from the house, 


A HANDY COOLING DEVICE 


People who are without cellars need 


not give up the Idea of having a cool 
place to keep butter or any perishable 
food that can be put into crocks or 
cans. 


A splendid cooler with a shed to 


shade It can be built by one man in 
two days or less time. 


This device consists of a wooden or 


cement trough eighteen inches wide, 
fourteen inches deep and long enough 
to hold the house supply of crocks, cans 
and jars. 


Insert a piece of gas pipe at each 


endr-one for filling the trough, the 
other to carry of£ the overflow. 


To give enough pressure to run ft. full 


stream of water through the trough the 
intake should be two Inches higher 
than the outlet. 


Vessels of different depth .may be 


placed partly submerged in the water 
by using a raised bottom in one end 
of the trough. This false 'bottom can 
be made of laths nailed an inch or two 
apart. 


A tlght-Stting lid Is necessary to 


keep out the dust and insects. 


Put the cooler between the well and 


your stock tank and pump all the water 
used on the place through it. You wil 


Is. moreover, less chance for 
quent rotting. 


Many of the cavities in tho trees arc 


caused by leaving long stubs on the 
trunk of the tree, which become dis- 
integrated and fall oft and the decay 
follows back into tho heart of the 
tree. 


It Is therefore essential that close 


pruning and antiseptic treatment of 
the wounds should be practiced in or 
dtr to prevent this decay. Tho plastic 
materials in a tree will not follow up 
a long stump and form a. callous unless 
there are some branches left upon It 
which bear leaves, and even then heal- 
ing will take place only close to the 
living branch on the stump.

All of the 
reserve material In the tree Is stored 
In the roots, stem nnd branches, and in 
a transplanted tree this Is sufficient to 
develop tho foliage. 


It Is necessary that a tree should 


have a certain amount of foliage fo 
growth and development, since the ra 
pldlty of growth is dependent upon 
leaf development. 


In filling cavities In trees great car 


should be taken to make the cemen 
wet enough. It should be well trow 
eled and kept moist for a few days. 


Exposed tissues In cavities should 


be treated with creosote to serve as an 
antiseptic. 


The cement should he flush with 


wood and the cavity so shaped that 
It forms a. wedge, thus preventing the 
cement from falling out. In case this 
cannot be done, iron bars tied to the 
sides of a cavity will be effective.

There has been much discussion 


among apple packers as to where it is 
prolltable to use a smaller package 
than barrels in which to pack apples. 


The points made against the use of 


the box are: The smaller package can 
receive rougher handling In shipping, 
as the three-bushel barrel cannot be 
pitched around: three boxes holding 
the same quantity of fruit as a barrel 
will cost more than the latter package; 
the packages will be placed closer to- 
gether in storage, preventing as fret 
circulation of air. 


The points In favor of the boxes arc 


summed up: 
The box timber can be 


bought In the flat and no expert me- 
chanic will be required to make up 
he packages, 
whereas high-priced 


skilled labor Is needed fo make up the 
larrcls. 


Boxes can be exported more cheaply 


owing to the fact that space in stor 
age departments of steamers is sold b' 
he cubic foot, and the boxes can b 
ilaced more compactly. 


When the fruit is placed in storag 


the fruit in the middle of tho paekag 
will bfe more readily reached by th 
cold air. and the entire package wl 
reach the lower temperature muc 
sooner with the smaller package. 


In using the smaller package ther 


will be no temptation to put inferlo 
fruit in the middle of the package, 
there often is vhen packing a barrel 
of apples. 
- 


The chief argument in favor of the 


box is that the fruit would reach the 
consumer in better condition, and the 
consumption would be greatly In- 
creased. 


The last point Is ono of the strongest 


In favor of tho use o£ tho box. If the 
consumer knows he Is getting just 
what he wants he will be willing to 
buy a bushel of fruit, where now he 
buys perhaps a dozen apples. There 


•ill unquestionably be greater care ex- 
rcised in packing a bushel box than 
n packing a three-bushel barrel. 


The fruit will be better and will have 
le confidence ot the consumers. Under 
he present method of packing apples 
n barrels few c!r/ people are able to 
my the fruit in the original packages. 
The barrel is an unwieldly package and 
s hard to'handle. It must be delivered 
>y an express wagon, whereas a small 
>ox of apples can be taken home on 
he street car, if ncea be. 


Few families can take a barrel ot, 


apples from cold storage and use 
entire three bushels, without conslj 
erable loss, even though the contep 
of the barrel are first-class when taken 
from the storage. 
s 


It is well known that when, fruit Is 


lakcn from storage in midwinter and 
kept in a warm pantry or cellar It 
ripens very rapidly. 


Few families can use the contents 


of a three-bushel barrel before some 
of the fruit lias decayed. In the case 
of the box the bushel tan be used up 
before there is any loss, and there will 
be a demand for more. 


Tho largest possible package which 


can be used to get the fruit from the 
growor to the consumer, without the 
package ever, having been opened, is 
the ideal pncl ige. 


The bushel l box, therefore, would 


seem about the extreme limit In size, 
and it may be the time will come when 
fancy apples will be packed in small 
baskets, similar to the eight-pound 
grape basket.
